Ов Bunday hie Majesty took а long walk on the road leading to 
Villefranche along the shore. He had his children with him, who 
were delighted to take advantage of a gleam of fine weather, which 
unfortavately did not last long. The Emperor met two Chasseurs 
of the Gaard, to whom he spoke familiarly for some momente, and 
complimented them on the way they mancuvred at the review on 
the previous day. Oue of the men long in the service is said to 
have replied, * Oh, sire, that is no:hing ; if you saw us on the field 
of battle you would think it a very different thing !'”

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TRIAL OF FRANZ MULLER 
FOR 
THE MURDER OF MR. BRIGGS. 


—o— 


Tue trial of Franz Muller for the murder of Mr. Briggs was held 
at the Central Criminal Court, the judges boing the Lord Chief 
Baron aud Mr. Baron Martin. The counsel for the prerecution were 
the Bolicltor-Geverel (Sir B. P. Collier, М.Р), Mr. Serjsant 
Ballantine, Mr. Hanuen (janlor standing counsel to the Treasury), 
Mr. Hardinge Giffard, and Mr. Beasloy, instructed by Mr Pollard, 
from the law office of the Treasury. The defence was сопдас ea by 
Mr. Serjeant Parry, Mr Metcalfe, aod Мс Ed ward Besley, ipa ructed 
by Mr. l'homas "eard, cf 10 Basinghall street, City, solicitor to tbe 
Germen Legal Protection Bostety, and assisted by Mr. Maynard, 
his managing clerk, and Dr. Juch, one of the leading members of 
the society Che charge agsinet him was tbus stated in the 
ошегдаг:--“ Franz Maller, 23, tsilor, read and write imperfectly, 
charged with the wilful murder of Thomas Brigge.” Mr. Avors, 
Olerk of the court, read over the indictment to the prisener, and in 
reply to the formal question *' Are yoa guilty or not guilty?” he 
ssid, iu а calm but firm tone, “ L am * Not guilty." After the pri- 
soner bad pleaded not guilty, Mr Avory inquired of bim whether 
he would exercise his right of being tried by e jury of Englishmen 
or one partly ocmposed of foreigners? Serjeant Parry, interposing, 
said: My lord, the prisoner wishes to be tried by twelve Eoglish- 
men, and һе does so with the entire concurrence of his counsel. The 
prisoner was then formally given in charge to the jury and the trial 
rocer ded. 
The Solicitor-General, in stating the case, said Mr. Briggs was a 
clerk in the bank of R>barts and Со, bad a housein Jlapton-square, 
near the Hackney Wick Station on the North Londou Railway. 
Oo Saturday, the 9:h of July, be dined with Mrs. and Mr. Bachan, 
relatives of his, in Peckham, and on leaving Mr. Buchan aceom- 
panied him зе far as the omnibas, which would take him to King 
William-street, whence he could walk to the Fenchurch-street Sta- 
tion. At this time he had his watch and chain with bim. He 
arrived at the station in time for the ten o'clock tiain, and he entered 
a firat-class railway carriage. It would be proved to them that 
Mr. Briggs was robbed and murdered in that railway carriage that 
evening on his way home, and his body thrown out of the carriage. 
On the arrfval of the train at the Hackney Station it was discovered 
that the seate were smeared with blood, and thet there was on ita 
hat, a stick, a Маск bag, and otber articles. іп the meantime the 
guard of an up train saw something lying between the rails, and 
on coming up to it they found it was the body of a man, who was 
still breathing. He was conveyed to the Mitford Castle, and thence 
to his own house, where he died on the following day. He was 
found to have received several bruises, evideutly inflicted with a 
blunt instrument, with several fractures of the skall. There were 
also wounds which might baye been caused by his falling out of 
the carrisge. The dress of Mr. Briggs was disordered, but not «o 
much «s to indicate a severe contest. He bad been robbed of his 
watch and chain, but not to'any further extent, for four sovereigns 
were found iu his trousers pocket. Ја the carrisgethere was f. und 
blood, and also by the window, near which Mr. Briggs was supposed 
to have sat. There was blood also on the handle of the carriage, 
and on the steps. The blood had becn analysed by wr. 
Letheby and other eminent persons, and declared to be human 
blood, but of that he believed there would be no question. Now 
the jury might be disposed to ask him whether the murder was 
committed by one person or by more than one. He told them 
frankly that be could not tell, but he thought it probable that it 
was committed only by one, for if it had been done by a gang of 
thieves the pockets of Mr. Briggs would have been ried, and his 
bag opened; while, if it were done by one person, he would have 
had enough to do in getting possession of the watch and chain, and 
throwing the body out of the carriage. Nor was be able to give 
them distinct information as to the weapon with which the murder 
was committed, alihough there was в stick in the carriage which 
had blood upon it. He could not say whether it wasa premeditated 
or fortuitous murder, althoveh personally he thought it was the 
result of а sudden impulse. Then there was hat found in the car- 
riage, and that bat was not the hat of Mr. Briggs. It was, he pre- 
sumed, an understood fact that the man to whom the hat belonged 
was the murderer, indeed it was as clear as though any ene had 
seen the murder committed. The Solicitor-General then detailed 
several circumstances connected with tbe life of Muller since he 
came to England two years ago. He had worked for several per- 
1008, amongst others far Mr. Hodgkinson, of Cornhill, ae a tailor. 
Не was very poor, but he had a watch and chain, which he had 
pawned for £3 and £1 respectively. He lodged at the houee of a 
Mrs Blythe, near Victoria-park, algo near Hackpey-wick Station, 
and the railway would be on his way home They had infor- 
mation of Muller's whereabouts on the Saturday, as he was in 
the habit of passing a good deal of his time at the house of a 
Mr. Kepsob, a tailor, in Jewry-street. He left there aont half- past. 
seven o'clock on Haturdav evening Ніз landlady ға) up for him 
until eleven o'clock on Saturday night, but he had not returned 
home at that time. Ва! he bad a lat»h-key with which he could let 
himself in Ор the Sunday he was at home ell day with hie land- 
lady and her husband, with the exception of a walk they tock 
together in the evening. At ten o'clock on Monday morning be 
was in possession of Mr. Briggs's chain. He then went to Mr. 
Death, & jeweller, in Cheapside, and exchanged it for another chain 
anda ring, of both of which he gave a false account to Mr. Reptch 
aud to Мга. Matthews on the same дау. The chain he got from 
Mr. Death he pawned for 304, and he contrived to raige 108. 6d. 
more. He borrowed бө. from Mrs Repech, and 44. 6d. from Mrs. 
Matthews, and having raived £3, he got his own watch 
and chain out fof pawn, and then took them to & pawi- 
broker, named Оох, who lent £4 for them. Не then sold 
the ticket to a man named Glass, for 5s, thus making 
£i 5» He then went to the docks and took his passage for 
america. But before Muller left England Muller bed not only Mr. 
Briggs’s chain but Mr. Briggs’s watch. He never said anything 
about the watch in England, but it was found in his possession 
when he was arrested, aud he accounted for it by saying that he 
had had it two yeare. He did not say that be obtained it on the 
passage, aud the inference was that he hed it while іп Eogland. 
Well. then, how did be obtain it? Where was Muller to get 
£3 158. to Бау a chain? If he had such з sum would 
he not have taken his own watch out of pawn; and 
where did he get the money to buy this valuable watch? This 
was ^ branch of the case which the learned counsel for the defence 
would have to anewer—for, if not answered, it would prove strong 
evidence on the psrt of tbe proseontion. Referring again to the 
hat which was left in the railway carrisge—(Inspector Tanner here 
brought the hat into court) —this was the hat which was found in 
the rail way carrisge. and it wae certainly not Mr. Brigge's hat It 
bore the name of "H. Walker," Orawford-street, and bad a very 
peculiar lining. That hat was no doubt worn by the murderer on 
the night of the murder, and he should be able to show that the bat 
was the property o! Muller. One of his &cqnaintances was а ceb- 
шап, named Matthews, who bought а hat of Walker, which Muller 
өдшігей aud asked him to buy him oue of в similar kind, which he 
did, and Muller, being short of money, gave him a waistcoat in ex- 
change. But the identity of the bat did not depend upon the cabmen 
alone, for he should call before them “r.and Mrs. Hepsob, who would 
prove be worea hst with Walker's name in it. 1f Muller's hat, bought 
at Walker's, was not furthcowicg, where was it? But the саве did 
not rest there, for the murderer, whoever he was, not only left his 
own hat, but took away the hat of Mr. Briggs; and he thought he

should be able to show that Mr. Brigge’s bat was found іп the 

ion of Muller when he was apprehended. Mr. Briggs dealt 
with hatters of the name of Diganoe and Co, Royal Er- 
change. When youog Mr. Briggs first saw the hat he had 
doubts of its identity, as it wes lower іп the crown than thet 
of his father’s, end eo, indeed, it was, for the hat bad been cut down 
abont ап inch or ао inch and a half, but not by а hatter. although 
it hed been Gone very westly. Тһе fact was, the hat had been cut 
down. not by s hatter, bat by e»me one who understood sewing; 
probably a tailor. Why should he have eut t down? The maker 
of the hat would tell them thet whem he completed the hat his 
practice was to write the customer's neme under tbe lining, and 
thie was the portion of the hat whioh had been cut away. That hat 
Muller wore in London, and Repech took notice of it. ' Muller said 
it was a new hat, and that be had gtven 14s. 61. for it; on which 
Repech remarked that it looked Nike в guinea hat, and that was the 
price which Mr. Briggs paid for it. He might state to the jury that 
Maller’s best pair of trousers, which he wore on the night of the 
9th of July, were migsing, ae were several other articles of clothing. 
These were the facts which he should be able to prove. It might 
be true that this wae merely circumstantial evidence, but the jury 
must remember thet circumetantiel evidence was frequently 
in such cases the most conclusive, end that it was by circamstan- 
tiel evidence that some of the greatest crimes ever committed had 
been detected. If that evidence proved the prisoner's guilt, he was 
зы sure they would not shrink ‘from the performance of their 

uties. 
Evidence in support of the above was then called. 


THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Serjeant Parry addressed the jury for the defence. Не com- 
mented upon the absence of Mr. Lee, who was called before the 
coroner, and read that gentleman's depositions. Не said he 
spoken with Mr Briggs at the Bow Station, on the night in 
tion, and that there were t vo men іп the carriage with bin, 
be described, but could not say thet Maller was one of them. Ip 
addition to this, Mr. Lee noticed that Mr Briggs hed his bat on, 
and, therefore, the first blow that was struck, which mast have 
bees immediately on leaving the Bow Station, must Baws 
crashed his hat, which, he thoucht, was an important fest Phe 


carpet slipper on st the time. He аһопій also call an omnibus 
driver, who remembers that, at seven minutes to ten o'clock one 
Baturday кіді, three or four months ago, а man got into the 
omnibus who had a carpet slipper on one foot. Every effort bad been 
made to find the person from whom Maller purchased the bat, but 
he regretted that these efforts had not been attended with suo- 


cesa. 

Thomae Lee, of Ring Edwerd’s-road, examined by Mr. Met- 
efe: Lam a time-keeper I koew the late Mr. Briggs for the last 
three or four years. Т last saw him alive on the 9th of July, at 
the В »w Station on the North London Railway. Не was іп а first- 
class carrisgo qt wee shout ten o'olock, in the train coming from 
Fenchurch-street.

М. BERRYER, the great French lawyer, who 
comes t» this country by invitation of Lord 
Rroughst, was born at Paris, January 4th, 
1790. When stil very young. he was sent 
to the Jesuit College of Juilly, where he 
first imbibed the strong religious convio- 
tions which һауе marked his subsequent 
career. These religious impressions were 
so deep, tbat he at one time intended enter- 
ing a monastery. However, he bad to give 
way b-fore the counsel of his father, who 
vas himself an eminent advocate, and wish- 
‚а his son to adopt tbe same profession 
fter leaving college, he enrolled himself 
аз a s.udent of Jaw, and, having passed all 
his examivations, іп 1814 began fo practise

twelve months had elapsed (in 1815) he 
arsisted his father and M. Герц iu the 
isfence of Marshal Ney.

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Tax cere ой Muller will add one of the strangest to the list of our 
remarkable criminal trials. It exhibits im a singular degres the 
difference between direct and circumstantial evidence; the testi- 
mony which comes from an eye-witness of the deed, and the testi- 
mony which builds up conviction through а series of seperate and 
at first eight, disconnected facta. Wh» could have dreamt that, 
when Mr. Briggs, on the one hand, and Muller, on the other, each 

some months before a new hat, they were doing an act 
which should ultimately lead to the identification of the one as the 
murderer of the other? Or who could have thought that the trans- 
mission of en ordinary telegraphic message ов the fatal day between 
two persons entirely unconnected with the deed should be the means 
of fixing the presence of the murderer in the close neighbourhood 
of his victim on their common journey homewards? Yet 
from the comparison of а number of such slight and 
trivial circumstances & conviction was at last wrought іп 
the minds of the jury that Muller-—a шап of quiet 
and harmless habits, whom none had geen that night within many 
miles of the scene, on whose person and clothes no signs of guilty 
violence had ever been remarked— wes the one man in all London 
by whom a most violent and ruthless murder had been committed. 
For the leading facts, established by indisputable testimony, are 
these:—That Muller and Mr. Briggs were in the same distant 
neighbourhood at about the same hour on the night of the murder, 
the homes of both being on the North London line; that Muller 
did not reach his home till at least after eleven at night ; that being 
in want of money to pay his passage to America, he raised it by 
pewning Mr. Briggs’s chain on Monday morning ; that although so 
poor, Мг. Brigge's watch was found in his box; that а hat made 
by Mr. Brigge'’s maker, but altered in an unusual manner, and just so 
far as to get rid cf Ше name, was alao in his possession, while а hat of 
a description өй which only two or three had ever been made in 
England, and identified as his, was found beside the murdered 
man. Against these facts the jury could mot give heed to the sole 
favourable circumstance that no spots of blood were noticed on 
his dark dress, nor to the allegation that he was too slight to pitch 
his victim out of the carriage. We must remember the strength 
which « xcitement gives; and we may fairly ask where Muller was 
during the whole night, of which his defence gave no account, and 
whioh therefore might, on the supposition of guilt, be empleged ta 
removing the appearance of в few spots of blood from a райт of 
dark trou ers små з dark coat, never recovered so as to be sub» 
jected to critichi egamination.

1% has been alieged that we can barely procure seamen 
enough for the ordinary requirements of the navy; that whenever 
a ship is paid off the major:.y of the orew take the opportunity of 
leaving the service; that for th is reason it was necessary to lay up 
the Boyal Sovereign, in order thet mex might be got for the new 
flag-ship on the Mediterranean station, the Victoris, and yet that 
the measure failed of effect, because most of the Royal Sovereign's 
men declined to engage themselves in any other Queen's ships. Such 
statements cali for inquiry. In 1858 en Act was passed limiting 
the servios of seamen in the тоуы aevy to the term of five 
years. Practically, however, from ships being more frequently pat 
out of commission, their service, after thie Act, did not excead өр 
average of three and a half years. As the consequence was thet 
he navy lost the benefit of trained seamen just when they became 
valuable, a new Act was passed in 1868, with very little discarsion, 
extending the term of service to ten peste. Immediately after this 
the Orimean war broke out, snd in the apriag of 1854 large fleets 
were sent to the Baltic and the Black Ses.

THE ROYAL BOVERE!GN AT SEA. 
[From the Mechanics’ Magazine | 

Тнк attempt made by shelving the Royal Sovereign to prevent any 
real knowledge of her capabilities reaching the publio ear, has, in 
one sense, been made s little too late. Weare enabled to state con- 
fidently that the vessel has already been severely tested, and that 
the results obtained have been so entirely satisfactory that it is 
simply impossible for the Admiralty to refuse Captain Ooles another 
ship It is probable that no man living knows the capabilities of 
the Royal Sovereign better than ber commander, Cepiein Sherard 
Osborne. With all her defects he must be equally familiar, and no 
good reason can be assigned for appealing from his decision. Osp- 
tain Osborn's report is to the last degree favourable. Between the 
28 of August and 17th of S: ptember he had the ship under weigh 
іп the Ohsnnel on ten different occasions, testing ber in every 
variety of weather, from perfect cam with heavy swell to a double- 
reefed top-sail breeze and a smart sea. On one occasion the ship 
was pot into the broken water of Poriland Васе just as a beavy 
sea had broken. Оп all oco»sions the ship bebaved remarkably 
well, proving herself not only а buoyant sea-boat, but much faster 
than one would suppose wes consistent with her coarse bows. 
Under the most rug circumstances the maximu ш roll of the ship 
bas been but eleven degrees each way, doing this at the rate of 
about ten times іп в minute. The great width of the бесі, sixty- 
three feet, is a serious defect, but that is purely owing to the s 
being a converted vessel, and Captain Osborne is perfectly we.

Atkins. Oorporal Snivel offictously replies for bim that he je а 
reoruit. “ What’she doing bere іп his rags then? Take bim 
eway—take him away. Take him over to the stores snd get him 
some decent clothes, and make away with those fi)'by things you 
have got on. Dye hear, sir?” Avà the captain turns his beck on 
him and procerds with his inspection. 

The ragged Atkins is now seized by Oorporal Dodgson, avd 
carried off to the quartermasters stores Here һе receives, іп part 
earnest of his kit, a shirt, a pair of socks, trousers, jacket, and 
forage cap, all duly marked with 2,642, the which having assumed, 
he шапда forth ва а bumpkin disguised in soldier's attire 

Let us pass over the first week of the noviciste of A'kins in so!- 
diering, wherein һе is subjected to a course of training calculated, 
in the sententious words of tbe driil-booz, * to banish the air of tre 
rustio, and improve the carriage and bearing of theacidier." Long, 
weary hours of intense suffering, standing on one leg, kneeling ou 
hard stones in novel aud constrained positions, whirling avout 
g'gan!io olubs, jeopardizing the lives of all around, juggling nive 
pounds three ounces of Enfield rifle under his arms, between his 
feet, over bie head, behind bie back, marching backward and for- 
ward over the same ground, trnmed up in tight belts, end weighted 
with а portmapteau apd au ammunition pouch, to the tone of 
* Right, left, bi! you Atkins, change your step, will you?" and 
such like; judging distances, shooting blank ammmvition snd 
shooting real bullets, sponging out rfles, &c, Жо, &c., form the 
lending featares of this noviciate. And one tine morning the 
senior drill-sergeant reporte Thomas Atkins to the sergeaut-major, 
the sergeant-major reports him to the adjotapt, and being fiually 
app'oved of, he за banded over to the orderly-sergeant of his com- 
pany as a "duty man," to be dealt with аз secms fit to thet im- 
portant functionary. 

Who would recognise Atkins the boor in Atkins the sentry, on 
No. 2 post of the barrack guord, penr the officers? He bya learnt 
how to pipeciay his belt, how to" bot'le” his pouch until be cau see 
hie face in it, how to put on his clothes. His fresh-colonred, 
emooth-abaven face looks brigbt and int+lligent. Hisc'esn, straight 
limbs and muscular frame are sbown off to advantage by his, per- 
hape, rather too tightly fitting uniform.

essed of some scholarship, insomuch as he could sead and sign 
is name. has, under the schoolmaster sergeant, so far improved 
himself, that he has already got а “lance” stripe. А truly uue 
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en viable position ів thet of а corporal upon whom is conferred the 
dignity of a ‘ lance,” or acting оогроғаГв stripe. А little less thau 
a non-commissioned officer, в fittle more then в private, he bas all 
the difficulties of mainteining а grodgingly recognised euthority 
over bis comrades, without shering in the advantages of the non- 
commissioned rank. 

But we will sup that tbe curtain has fallen on the first aot 
of the soldier life of Thomas Atkins We will imagine, while we 
are gazing ор the painted gods and goddesers displayed disporting 
at random soross the drop-»cene, that ор the staye behind, Thomas 
and hia draft ars steadíast'y making their wsy acroes the Atlantio ; 
and when the curtain sgain rises, we aball discover the interior of
